Several schools in thli ma. notibly 


the Green Bay High Schools, Prtble High 
School and Xavier in Appleton. have some 
degree of staggered class schedules. The 
length of classes depend in some measure 
upon the type of class and the needs of 
the students. Now a computer system has 
been developed to facilitate thoroughly 
flexible scheduling. But a by-product of the 
program may be of even more importance 
than the program itself. 


The computer system was developed 


at Stanford I'niversity and will be tried on 
ait experimental basis by five high schpols 
in the nation this fall. Team teaching will 
be combined with the scheduling so that 
top lecturers can lecture, those adept at 
curriculum but not so good at working with 
pupils will be doing what they are most 
capable of. and a considerably higher num- 
ber of non-professional workers will handle 
chores usually assumed out of necessity 
by teachers. 


But the success of the program depends 


in great measure upon the students—and 
how they handle the greater amount of 
freedom, independence, and academic re- 
sponsibility which they must assume. 


Students will register when they arrive 


in the morning and hen go about their 
own particular prognms. spending more 
or less time in each laboratory or lecture 
depending upon the subject and their own 
needs as worked out in advance. Supervi- 
sion will have to be minimal.

Many private schools, includ- 
ing some of the par,chial high schools, 
expect students to handle a greater amount 
of independence and responsibility than 
do the public schools. It may be this atti- 
tude, as much as heavier academic em- 
phasis, that produces students able to take 
the best advantage of the opportunities of 
college. 


Most of our colleges now are emphasiz- 


ing independent study, honors programs, 
less restrictions as to courses or class 
attendance. The attitude of college authori- 
ties is that a student who seeks an educa- 
tion can find it better on his own with a 
minimum of regulations. Of course high 
school students do not have the maturity 
of the college students. But maturity does 
not suddenly appear with the high school 
diploma. We suspect that the new flexible 
scheduling programs and the resultant re- 
quirement of more responsibility for the 
students may indicate that a student 
treated like a first grader will tend to 
act like one no matter what his age.

Allen-Scott Report 
Castro Picks Half of Cuban 
'Refugees' Coming Into U. S. 


Government and Research 


Members of the House of Representa- 


tives Rules Committee are pushing a 
thorough investigation of the mushrooming 
research programs operated by the United 
States Government. Whatever the concern 
over the importance of research of many 
kinds, thp investigation is worth it. Any- 
thing that costs the American taxpayers 
more than $14 billion a year should be 
carefully supervised. 


A few weeks ago some 
educators 


expressed concern over the ever-growing 
role of the government in the research 
conducted at colleges and universities. 
More than two-thirds of all such research 
is now "sponsored" by the Federal Govern- 
ment. 


The educators' concern is that the 


necessity of meeting certain government 
specifications to qualify for research grants 
may handicap basic research especially 
which may have not specific, easily spelled 
out aims. But the concern of the House 
is that the specifications may be so vague 
that some pretty hazy research is costing 
a lot of money. 


Two recent projects, both under the 


National Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration, have brought criticism for ques- 
tionable proposed uses of funds. A pro- 
posed three year grant of $393.000 to the 
Columbia University Graduate School of 
Journalism was to bring 
science-writing 


students into NASA for work in producing 
report?. But the school was also to study 
ways of disseminating information 
on 


NASA that srpmcd primarily aimed at pre- 
senting a favorable "image" of the agency 
to the public. .Tamrs Webb, head of NASA. 
who rta« complained that a House cut of 
$472 million for trie agency would threaten 
the prttirF pmzram. ha? conceded the jour- 
nalism Grant 'got out of focus" and it wa« 
withdrawn. 


Another NASA grant, this time to the 


University of Chicago, is to study the im- 
pact of science and technology on econo- 
mics and public affairs. The study will cost 
only $144.000 but it also is to determine 
the role of the scientist in political deci- 
sions, whether the "policy hell-raiser" can 
do more than the "hot shot fund raiser" 
and the over-all role of science in human 
affairs. Somehow much of this seemed 
remote from our conception of NASA al- 
though the grant has been defended and 
will go through. 


The problem of how far government 


should go in encouraging research in fields 
of importance nationally is not easy to 
solve. For instance, grants ars readily 
available for elementary and secondary 
teachers in the fields of foreign language, 
science and math but are practically non- 
existent in history. English or geography, 
although the study of these are of equal 
importance for American students. The 
matter of national defense is given as the 
reason for the math, science and foreign 
language grants but the situation is bound 
to influence the progress and development 
of the studies in school as well as the fields 
into which future teachers will go. Grad- 
uate students, too. are bound to turn 
toward the lucrative Federal grants for 
specific types of research even if it means 
changing their own plans. 


This is not an easy problem to solve. 


The often unexpected results from ha?ic 
research have more than demonstrated its 
importance. But if American tax-payers are 
to pay the bills for the mammoth rrsrarrh 
projects now coins: on in the nation, thrre 
should be considerably more supervision 
of the outlays of c?sh than there appears 
to be now. The House investiEaiion* should 
brine to light some interesting information 
and. we suspect, some pretty foolish ex- 
penditures.

No Further Reduction

In Personal Property 
Taxation Now Likely

MADISON — The event passed

The Republicans during the 


earlier stages of the tax-appro- 
priations negotiations of this hec- 
tic legislative season held out for 
further relief of the personal 
property tax in those categories, 
following the 50 per cent cut- 
back in the levies authorized in 
the Nelson administration tax re- 
vision accomplished in another 
bargain with another Republican 
legislature two years earlier. 


The hope had been for another 


30 per cent cut in the levy this 
year, and ultimate elimination 
altogether of the tax which some 
economists and many business- 
men had held was a greater de- 
terrent to industrial growth in 
this state than any other cost of 
government imposed upon the 
business community. 


THE REASON 


The reason for the abandon- 


ment of the reform drive was 
plain enough. 


Further cuts in the rate of 


personal property taxation would 
have raised the problem of re- 
placing a substantial amount of 
revenue for the localities — and 
there was no easily available 
method. To scrape up enough 
new taxes upon which the Re- 


ocratic governor could agree 
for the balancing of ilm regular 
state budget took so much bar- 
gaining and fatigue that the ne- 
gotiators no longer had 
the 


heart to set about the task of 
finding replacement money for 
an existing tax. 


Yet Assemblyman Glenn Pom- 


merening of the Republican ne- 


gotiating team maH« a comment 
Ujat Is worth notice a» the bar- 
Xaining group tacitly agreed to 
pus over the personal property 
tax issue. 


"If we don't do it this year, 


It will never be done." he said. 


He will almost ntrely turn out 


to be right. This was the year 
of extension of the sales tax 
and the personal income tax. 
Two years hence the growth de- 
mands of the regular state ser- 
vices will be such, .and the re- 
sistance to new rounds of gen- 
eral taxes will be such, that it

THE POLITICS 


The problem in this reform 


has been that relatively few 
voters are aware of the burden 
of personal property taxes on 
livestock and inventories, and 
perhaps fewer still are sympa- 
thetic toward the problem of 
those who must pay them. That 
indifference is reflected in ma- 
ny politicians. Gov. Reynolds, 
for example, has never shown 
the slightest interest in the sub- 
ject. 


It is only when the subject 


is studied objectively and in de- 
tail that most persons conclude 
that this is an unfair, discrimi- 
natory 
and oppressive 
levy. 


Most voters and mojt politicians 
h..ve not dug into the subject to 
such an extent. 


Moreover, the relief that might 


have been granted 
this year 


might have seemed to many of 
the beneficiaries of doubtful val- 
ue. Proposals to finance the re- 
placement revenue in c 1 u d e d 
sales Jaxes on industrial and 
farm "machinery. Thus a busi- 
nessman might have been re- 
quired to pay out as much or 
nearly as much as he regained 
in assessment relief. A farmer 
might get some reduction on liis 
livestock herd levy, but might 
be required to pay out much of 
the gain in taxes on farm ma- 
chinery.
